WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.-—-The Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress 
began its annual convention here to- 
day with a large attendance of dele- 
gates from throughout the country.

THE LESSON OF COLORADO. 


Colorado's fourth great strike is ended. After fifteen months 
of strike the strikers have declared for peace. 

The head of the Colorado Fuel and (‘oal Company smugly states 
that the result is, ‘‘of course, gratifying.’’ 

But the strike has not been lost. The fight of the miners was 
not made in vain, because no strike for relief from intolerable con- 
ditions is lost. When men are forced to go back to work with little 
change in working conditions, despite a long, hard fight, experience 
has been gained for the next time. 

Colorado’s strikes have been the strikes of men who were em- 
ployed at first as strike-breakers. 

In 1883, when the Anglo-Saxon workers struck, men fresh from 
Europe were imported to take their places. 

Ten years later they had formed a union and struck. The strike 
was lost when more immigrants were brought in to take the jobs 
of the strikers. ¥ 

About ten years after that they struck. Italians, Greeks, Slavs, 
Mexicans, Japanese were imported. They struck fifteen months ago. 
Replace organized workmen with unorganized and force upon 
them working conditions that are unfair and they will eventually 
form a union and strike. It is inevitable. It has been proven over 
and over again in the textile factories of Lawrence, Mass., in the coal 
and iron mines of Pennsylvania and elsewhere. ; 
The principle of the federation of workers has taken such deep 
root and has proven so thoroughly effeetive in most cases that it is 
impossible to stamp it out. 

No matter how many thousands are spent and how many fam- 
ilies go hungry, the union principle remains. Whether it is Los 
Angeles, Stockton or Colorado, all attempts to smash the unions 
end the same way—with the union still there 


THE ‘‘PROFESSIONAL UNEMPLOYED.”’
